If the neck of the Womb be compreſſed- by any 
Humour , it muſt be reſolved and ſappurated 
according to its nature and fſcituation, having 
always care to prevent the Corruption of theſe 

Irts, which being hot and moiſt, are very ſub- 
fect to'it ; becauſe the Womb ſerves as a fink by 
which all the ill humours of the Body are purg- 
ed ;' ſo that yo) muſt take great care, that theſe 
kind of Tumours turn not to a Cancer, which is 
a very miſchievous malady, and cauſeth the poor 
Women miſerably to languiſh' which are afflifted 
with it, and which after many inſupportable 
pains, brings them almoſt always to an inevitable 
death.

Fabricius recites:the like caſe in a Girl of thir- 
teen .years of -age; like to die 'of it, becauſe-her 
Terms could not come down, there being noper- 
foration, - wherefore he did 'the like operation, 
which ſucceeded very well, and made her by that 
means capable of generation. As to the inward: 
orifice of the Womb, if it be diſplaced either. to-. 
wards the back or ſides, it may be in ſome ſort; 
remedied,. by making the Woman to obſerve, in 
the act of generation, a convenient poſture; that 
the Man's Seed may be ejaculated toward' the ori-- 
ficez and if the Whites, or other impurities of 
the Womb cauſe: Barrenneſs, as it is for the moſt 
part by the diſcharge of the whole habit on this 
place ; it muſt be helped by Evacuations, Purga- 
tions, and a regular Diet, - according to their dif- 
ferent Cauſes, and qualities of theſe 111 humours.

The faplis committed through too much fear at 
ſuch-a time are in ſome ſort -excuſable and to- be 
pardoned z but, not thaſe cauſed by tejnerity, 
which are incomparibly greater. There are-burt 
too many poor Women who have been.cauſkd to 
miſcarry by Medicines and bleeding, nat beleiv- 
ing they were with Child, which- are ſo many 
murders-they are guilty of -who cauſed it, either 
through ignorance or raſhnels : , belides the death 
which they- bring to, thoſe little znnacent, crea- 
tures, by deſtroying them 4n their Mothers Belly, 
they often thereby put the Mothers into great 
danger. We have lately had in Pars, 1n the year 
1666, a miſerable example of this kind,4na Wo- 
man hanged, and afterwards publickly, diliected, 
near the Kitchen-Court of the Lovre, '' who waz 
found four months gone with Child;  notwith- 
ſtanding the report of ſuch perſons as vilited her 
by the Judges Order before her Execution, who 
atirmed;contrary to Truth,that ſhe was not with 
Child. They were deceived, becauſe the Woman 


had her monthly Courſes, though with . Child. 
B 3 Wherefore 
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Wherefore tisnot fit to be t00 confident, _ 
much as \ there are many with "Child who have 
their Courſes ; and Thave known ſome who have 
had them all the time'of "their Great-Belly till the 
fifth or fixth month, which happens according to 
the Womans being'more or leſs ſanguine ; though 
the greateſt number uſvally have them not : but 
there are very few general rules which may not 
ſometimes be excepted againſt. 
"© © This accident made ſuch a noiſe” in Paris, that 
it quickly came to the knowledge of the King and 
all his Curt, who very much blamed them, that 
by theif ignorance had cauſed the precipitated 
Exetutin' of this 'poor unfortunate Creature, 
with"whom periſhed * the Infant, innocent of the 
Mothers Crimes.” Nor muſt the Chirurgeen much 
truſt to what theſe ſort of Women may tell hini 
concerning it : for, * being afraid of the puniſh- 
ment of their-crime, to delay it, do almoſt all ſay 
they are with Child,” which is a reaſon very con- 
fiderable, 'why the perſons to whom ſuch mat- 
ters are 'cortimitted,” ſhould be very knowing. 
There are yet another Tort” of W omen, - who ha- 
ving been ill treated,ſend for the Chirurgeon that

About-the 
year 1654,being in the City of Saumur, there was 
near my Lodging a_ young and very handſom 
Daughter of /a' Citizen, who was five whole 
months under a -Phyſitian's and Apothecaries 
hands, to be cured of a Dropſie which ſhe com- 
plained of : at length after ſhe had taken many 
violent Remedies they had ordered her, ſhe was 
cured in a moment, by bringing forth a Child at 
its full time, notwithſtanding all they had given 
her; which much aſtoniſhed the Phyſician and 
Apothecary to be ſogroſly deceived, 1n truſting 
to the Maid's relation; who counterfeited the 
Dropſie ſo well, that they could never perceive 
the truth till ſhe was brought to bed. 

Some Women themſelves are deceived in their 
being with Child, as lately the Wife of a Coun- 
ſellour of the Court, who after having been in a 
courſe of Phyſick ſix or ſeven whole months for 
the Dropſie, under an eminent Phylſitian, was at 
length brought to bed of- a Child. 

I know another Woman, a Timber-Merchant 
at Pars, who never had a Child,though ſhe 10 
paſſonatly deſired it,as to be at the point of ho- 

ing for one at 55 years of age, under the colour 
that ſhe had ſtill her Courſes. This Woman was 
once perſwaded (upon the recital of ſuch ligns as 
ſhe ſaid ſhe had) for the ſpace of ten whole 


months, that ſhe was with Child, of which the

Midwife and many others aſſured her, and ſhe her 
ſelf likewiſe believed ic (for it is cafieto be per- 
fwaded to believe what one hopes: for with a 
ftrong paſſion) ſhe had/a big-belly, and faid alſo, 
that ſhe felt the Child ſtir; and believed it ſo tru- 
ly, that'finding her ſelf one day worſe than ordi- 
narily(after having prepared very fine neceſlarics 
for the Child ſhe imagined ſhe went with)ſhe ſent 
for the-Midwife, who when ſhe was come; aſſured 
her it was her Labour : but the next day (having 
always till then expected a, Child)ſhe yoided only 
a quantity of Water, with ſome Wind from the 
Wombzand nothing elſe + after which ſhe was for- 
ced to fold up her fine Toilets again-which ſhe 
had provided. By theſe Examples we may learn 
ndt to be too ready to rely upon Womens Rela- 
tions;if there beno Reaſon for them;which may be 
known by the Examination of the Signs alfeady. 
declared. 

_ Now fince after Conception(of which we have 
juſt done ſpeaking,) there follows Generation, let 
it be conſidered what it is,and how it 1s perform'd.

F T is a very great Truth, and generally known, 
That whatſoever. 1s 1n this lower: World, 1 
{ibjeCt to corruption,and at length conſtrained to 
ſafer death : which hath obliged Nature, provi- 
dent and caretiul of its preſervation, to endue all 
| | things 
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things with a. certain deſire of eternizing them- 
ſelves, which being impoſſible inindividyals, be- 
cauſe mortal through an indifpenſible-neceſfity, is 
therefore done. by the propagation of their forms 
and kinds; . She obtains her end, in _—— of A- 
nimals, by . the. means of Generation ſucceſſively 
reiterated :: for ſo all creatures ſeem to immorta- 
lize themſelves, in ſome ſenſe, by producing their 
like. And Fathers imagine themfelves not quite 
dead, if they leave their like behind them after 


their death, to wit, their Children. 


By Generation, we underſtand penerally, a 
progreſs of that which is, to that whichit is not. 
But this definition 1s a little too ample for to diſ- 
cover what we deſire concerning Generation of 
perfect Animals, and chiefly of Mankind : where- 
tore that our intention may be the eaſier concel- 
\ ved, we mult ſearch ſome other, or rather ade- 
{cription, which may more exactly diſcover the 
thing : to this purpoſe we may ſay that by the ge- 
nerations of Mankind,we mean a proper and par- 
ticular ation of the Womb ; by which working 
upon both Seeds there retained, it forms and 
ſhapes a body out of them, compoſed of divers 
parts, which it diſpoſeth in order, to become in 


time the Organ of the Soul, which 
mult be*infaſed into it. There are 
many thingsrequitit to make Gene- 
ration perfect, without which it 
would be wholly and abſolutely im-

poſlible : there are uſually three principally 
reckoned, to wit, diverſity of Sex, congreſſion, 
and mixture of both Seeds. Which we will a

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it ſelf, and that this may be true ; yet it is moſt 


certain, that ſhe cannot ingender without a Man 


to.diſcharge his Seed into her Womb.And though 
wedaily ſee Pullets lay ES85, and other.

without Cocks treading them; yet thoſe Eggs 
there- will never become Chickens, becauſe the 
Male never made an impreſſion on them,nor gave 
them this polifick virtue, abſolutely neceſlary to 
this purpoſe. Which may convince us that diver- 


ſity of Sex 1s neceſlarily requiſit, as well to thoſe 


Animals, as to the more perfect Man. 
Diverſity of Sex would profit little, if copulati- 
on did not likewiſe follow ; though ſome ſubtile 
Women to cloak their ſhamefulneſs, endeavour 
to perſwade that they were never touch'd by 
Man to get them with Child,as ſhe,mentioned by 
Averroes,who conceived in a Bath wherein a Man 
had waſt't himſelf a little before, and'ſpent his 
Seed in it, which was drawn and ſuckt in (as he 
faith) by the Womb of this Woman : but this is 
aſtory fit to amuſe little Children. 
:- Now to theend theſe different Sexes ſhould be 
_ ebligedto come to this touch, which we call Co- 
pulation, beſides the deſire of begetting their like, 
which naturally incites them to it, the parts of 
Men and Women deſtined to Generation, are en- 
dued with a delightful and mutual itch, to ſtir 
them up to the Action, without which it would 
be. impoſſible for a Man (fo divine an Animal) 
born for the contemplation of Heavenly things, 
to joyn himſelf to a Woman, in regard of the un- 
cleanneſs of the parts, and of the act : and on the 


other fide ; If Women did not think of a thou: 
ſand 
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of Women Bith-Child. 27 
ſand pains and inconveniences which their great 
Bellies canſe them, of the pains they endure, and 
the hazard oftheir lives when they are in labour ; - 
to which may be added the loſs of their beauty, 
which is the moſt precious gitt they have, and 
makes them beloved by thoſe that poſſeſs them, 
certainly it might alſo affrighten them from it : 
But neither the. one-nor the other make theſe re- 
fle&tions till after the ation (whence comes the 
ſaying Po coitum omne animal triſte.) conſidering 
nothing before but the mutual pleaſure they re- 
ctive by it. It is then from this yoluptuous Itch, 
and the deſire of begetting their like,that Nature 
obligeth both theſe Sexes to this congreſſion. 

As to the mixture of both Seeds ; it is certain 
that the diverſity of Sexes and their congreſlion, 
are only to this end, without which Generation 
cannot be ; tho ſome would have Womens Seed 
ſerve to no purpoſe ; yea that they neither have, 
not eject any, as Arifotle ſaith : but we have pro- 
ved the contrary in the- Chapter of Conception, 
by the example of daily Experience, to which you 
may have recourſe, to ayoid repetition. 

All theſe three Cirrumſtances, to wit, the di= 
verſitiy of Sexes,congreſſion, and mixture of their 
matters, called Seeds, muſt precede Conception, 
to which ſucceeds Generation, on this faſhion : As 
foon as the Woman hath conceived, that is, hath 
received and retained in her Womb the two pro- 

liick Seeds, 1t 1s every way compreſled to im- 
brace them cloſely, and is ſo exa(tly cloſed, that 
the point of a Needle (as ſaith Zippocrates)cannot 
enter itwithout violence ; after which it redu- 
ceth by its heat, from power into ation,the ſeve- 
-— ral 
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| and bojling ſceds ond, and are as inſtruments 
wherewith it begins to trace; out-the firſt linez- 
ments of all the parts, to whichafterwards (ma- 
king 'ule of the menſtruous Þlood flowing to it) 
it gives in tirne growth, and final perfection, 
Generation may be divid& into three different 
| ſeaſons, the beginning, middle, and the end. The 
beginning is, when no other matter is in the 
omb. but the two Seeds, which contanue {ſo to 
the ſixt day, as Hippacrates notes ;, and calls them 
for that time the Gemture, as much as to ſay, from 
whence Generation muſt proceed : he ſpeaks of 
it in his Book De Natura Puri, and faith, that 
by the experience he brings of it, one may: judge 
of the other times.

Of SUPERF ATATION. 


Here is great diſpute,, whether a Woman 
-,(who hath two or more Children at, once) 
conceived. of them at one, or at ſeveral Coitions. 
We ſee indeed daily that Bitches, Sows, and Ra- 
bets have divers young; with but one copulating, 
which may very well make us judge the ſame of 
a Woman- : Some wall have this to be by Superfe- 
tation: but there are figns by which we, may 
know thedifterence, whether both Children were 
begotten at once; or ſucceſlively one after the 
other. 

Superfetation, according to Hippocrates, in his 
Book which treats of it, is a reiterated Concepti- 
on,when a Woman. being already with Child, 
conceives again the ſecond time. That which 
makes many believe there can be no Superfetation, 
is, becauſe, as ſoon as a Woman hath Conceived,s 
her Womb cloſeth and is exactly firm,ſo that the 
Seed of a Man,abſolutely aecellary to Conception, 
finding no place norentry, cannot (as they fay) 
be received, nor contained in it, to cauſe this ſe- 
cond Conception. To this may be added, that a 
pregnant Woman diſchargeth her Seed (which is 
as neceſlary. for it as a Mans) by a Veſlel which 
terminates on the ſide of the exterior part of the 
inward Orifice , which Seed by this means is ſhed 
into the YVagina, and not into the bottom of the 
Womb, as.zt ſhould for this - hs However, 

It 
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it may be anſwered to theſe Objections,which are 
very ſtrong, that, though the Womb be uſually 
exactly ſhut and'cloſe when a Woman hath con- 
ceived,.and, that ſhe then- ſheds her. Seed by ano- 
ther conveyance: yet this general rnale'may have 
ſome exceptions, . and 'tthe Womb, ſo cloſed, i; 
ſometimes opened: to- Tet paſs forme. ſerous limy 
Excrements, which by their ſtay” offend it ; or 
principally, when a Woman is animated with an 
earneſt deſire of Copulation, in the hear of which 
actionſhe ſometimes diſchargeth 'by the pallage 
that terminates in the bottom of the Womb, 
which being dilated and*opened by the impetu- 
ous endeavours of the Seed, agitated and over- 
heated more than ordinary. and this Orifice being 
at the-ſame time a little opened,if the Man's Seed 
be darted into it at the ſame moment;it is thought 
a Woman may then again Conceive, which i; 
called Superfetation. This is confirmed by a Hiſto- 
ry ofa Servant, related by Pliny, who having 
the ſame day copulated with two ſeveral perſons, 
brought forth two Children, the one reſembled 
her Maſter, the other his Prottor. And alſo of a- 
aother Woman, who likwiſe® had two Children, 
the one like\her Husband, and the other like her 
Gallant. But this different reſemblance doth not 
altogether prove Superfzration, becauſe ſometimes 
different imaginations may cauſe the ſame effect. 

This ſecond Conception is effectively as rare,as 
we find the deciſion of it uncertain ; nor muſt we 
imagine that alwayes when a Woman brings 
forth two Children or more at once, 4s Szperfe- 
ration, becauſe they are almoſt alwayes-begot 1n 
the ſame act, by the abundance of- both Seeds gu

ceived into:the-Wonib. Nor.that it may be at all 
times of a Woman's being with QThild : for'when

tor the laſt would certainly have cauſed this con- 
fuſion of Seed, as 1 have ſaid, and fo deſtroyed 
the work begun ; but L rather beheve, that this 
Superf«tation may happen from the ſixth. day of 
Conception, or thereabouts, till the 3oth or 4oth 
at the moſt ; becauſe then the Seeds are covered 
with Membranes, and that which 1s contained in 
theWomb is not yet of a conſiderable bigneſs: but 
after this time, it is impoſlible, or at leaſt very 
difficult, becauſe the Womb being extended more 
and more by the growth of the Thild, can hardly 
receive new Seed, and as hardly retain it, or 
hinder it-from being caſt forth by reaſon of irs 
fulneſs, having received it 1n that eſtate.

F all the ſeycral ſorts-of Great-Bellies in 
Women, there remains that yet to be exar 

mined cauſed by.a Adole,of which we muſt always 
endeayour- the expulſion as/foor as we come to 
know it, being altogether - contrary to Nature. 
The 2dvle is nothing but a flefby ſubſtance, with- 
out Bones, Joynts, or diſtinftion of Members ; 
without form, or figure, regulated and determt- 
ned 3, engendred againſt Nature in the Womb, 
ater Copulation,. out of the corrupted Seed of 
both Man and Woman,Notwithſtanding,there are

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| ſometimes that have ſome rudiments of a rough 
foem.'7 cf orb $60.

It is 'very certain;''Women' never engendretl 
Moles without copplation, both Seeds being requi- 
red to'it, as well as for a'true Generation. There 
are ſome.truly,'who never having'had to do with 
a Man, do naturally: caſt” forth, after/ a flooding, 
ſome ſtrange Bodies, which in appearance ſeem to 
be fleſh; but if ſpecial notice '/be taken, they 
will find it but Clods'of Blood 'coagulated, with- 
out confiſtence or fleſhly textureor membranous, 
as are the Moles and falſe-Conceptions, * © 
\ Moles are-ordinarily engendred; when either 
the Man or Womans Seed,  or:both together, are 
weak or corrupted,the Womb-not labouring for a 
true Conception, but:by the help+of the Spirirs 
with which the Seed ought/to be repleniſhed : but 
ſomuch the eaſier, as the ſmall quantity found in 
it 15 extinguiſhed,and as it were choaked,or drow- 
ned by abundance of the groſs: and corrupted 
menſtrous blood, which ſometimes flows thither 
ſoon after Conception, and gives not. leiſure to 
Nature to perfect, what ſhe hath with great pains 
begun.and'{o troubling its work; bririging thither 
ronfufion ard diſorder, there is made of the Seeds 
and blood a meerChats,calld aMole,not uſually in- 
2endred but in the Wombof a Woman;and never 
or very rarely found in that of other Animals,be- 
-cauſe-they have 'no menſtruops Bloodzas ſhe hath. 
' - A Mele hathino burtheri, nor ngvtl-ftring faſt- 
nc to it,as a Child always hathZforaſinach as the 
Ale it ſelf ad hevesto the Wombyzby which means 
it receives nourtfhment from its Veſſels: it is like- 
wiſe cloathed uſually with-a kind of membrane; in 
1 which 
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which is found a piece of fleſh confuſedly, interla- 
ced with ntany;Veſſels ; it.is of a bigneſs and.con- 
ſiſtence/more. or. leſs according to the abundance 
of blood -it receives, its diſpoſition, and alſo the 
temperature of theWomb,and time it ſtays there; 
for the longer. it ſtays, the harder it grows, and 
becomes ſchirrous,and diſficult to be expell*d.: For 
the moſt; part. there is but one, yet ſometimes 
more; of which, ſome cleave very i{trongly,others 
very ſlightly to the Womb. When Women nuſ- 
carry of them, before the ſecond month, they are 
called falſe-Conceptions : when they: keep them 
longer,and this:{trange body begins to grow big- 
ger,they ape,.called Moles. Falſe-Conceptions are 
more membranous,and ſometimes full of.corrup- 
ted Seed; but. oles are altogether fleſhy. One may 
find in a Woman that hath a 4ole, almoſt all the 
ſigns of Conception, and ofa: Woman with Child; 
but there are . likewiſe. ſome other which ditfer, 
becauſe her. Belly is harder. and ſorer, than when 
ſhe is with Child.. The ale : being contrary ta 
Nature, is very troubleſome to a Woman : and as 
it hath no true life, nor animal motion ; ſo it is 
very painful, to go with : for the 4ole falls on 
whatſoever fide the turns, when ſheis a little big, 
juſt like a heavy Bowl : She hatha great weart- 
neſs in her legs and thighs, and ſuppreſſion of U- 
rine-from time to time, and: finds a great heavi- 
neſs in the bottom of her Belly, foraſmuch as this 
maſs ;of fleſh by. its weight weighs down the 
Womb, which compreſleth the Bladder of Urine ; 
her Brealts are not ſoſwelPd, neither have they

Afier what manner a Woman ought to govern 
+ her ſelf during ber being with Child, when 
not accompanied with other conſiderable ac- 
cidents, and how to prevent them, 


Woman with Child: in reſpe&t of her pre- 
ſent diſpoſition, altho in good health, yet 
ought to be reputed as tho ſhe were ſick, duri 
that neuter eſtate (for to be with Child, 1s alſo 
vulgarly called 2 ficknefs of nine monthsJbecauſe 
ſhe is then in daily expeQation of many inconve- 
riences, which pregnancy uſually cauſes to thoſe 
that-are not well governed. 
- Shedhould in this caſe reſemble 2 good Riots 
who 


Rocks, ſhuns the danger, if he-ſteers with pru- 


_ dice; if not, *tis-by chance, if he eſcapes Ship- 


.wrack : Soa Woman with Child'is'often in. dan- 
ger of her life;if ſhe doth not her beſt endeavour 
to ſhun and prevent many accidents to which ſhe 

ps ſubject: ' all which-timecare muſt be taken 
wo,to witzher ſelf, and theChild ſhe goes with: 
for fron one {ingle fault reſults .double miſchief, 
inefmuch asthe;-Mother cannot” be any ways-in- 
convenienced, but the Child partakes with-her. 

© Now to the- end ſhe may- maintain her felf :2n 

good'health, asmuch as 'can be in. that condition, 
which always keeps a middle ſtate,let her obſerve 
4-pbod'dyet, futableto'her temperament,cuſtom, 

{tion and quality, -which theright uſe of all 
the fix non-naturals doth effe&t. 

The Air,where ſhe ordinarily dwells, ought to 
be well temper'd in all its qualities : if not ſona- 
tyrally, it muſt be correted as much as may be by 
diiferent means. She muſt avoid that which is too 
hot; becauſe it often cauſeth, by diſſipating too 
mttch'the* tumours and” ſpirits, many weakneſſes 
to Women with Child; and particularly alſo that 
which is too cold and foggy ; for, cauſing great 
Rhutmnes, and diſtillations-upon the Lungs, it exci- 
teth a Cough, which by its ſudden and impetuous 
motions, forcing. downwards, may make her mi([- 
carry: She-ought not to dwell in-vxery dirty nar- 
row Lanes,nor near common Dunghils.. For ſome 
Woinen are fo nice, that- the ſtink of a Candle 
not well extinguiſhi'd,is enongh to bring them be- 
fore their time,as Lieban aſſures us he himſelt had 
ſeen': which likewiſe may be cauſed,if not mo 4

who being imbarqued on a rough Sea, and full of 
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by the'fmiell '6F Charcoal, as happened onceto's 
Laundref 'T/ knew," that 'miſcarried the fourth' 
month; being inextream haſte to finiſh ſome Li-" 
nen'on a Saturday 'nighr, ſhe had riot patience to 
kindle" the 'Charc6al in the Chimney, but inthe 
Rome in a Chafindifh, which flew- up into her 
head, and made her tſcarry the ſame night, and 
mdanger of dying. Let a Woman therefore en- 
deavour,as much® as her convenience, will It 
to live in an Air Tree from theſe intonventencies. 

The' greateſt part 'of Women with Child have 
ſo great loathings,and' ſo many different longing, 
andftrong paſſions" for ſtrange things, thar It is 
very difficult to- a de an exaCt dyet for them: 
but T ſhall advife them in this caſe to follow the 
opinion of "Hippocrates, in Book 2, Aphor. 38. 
where he ſaith, Palo deterior & potns & cibus, flua- 
vie tamen,melioribis4 quidem,, ſed'1nſuauioribits; pre- 
ferendus. Meat and'"drink tho not ſo'wholſomef 
more acceptable, 'is to be preferred before that 
which is wholeſome, and not ſo pleaſant : which 
in my opinion'is the rule they ought-to obſerye, 
provided what they long for, 1s commonly uſed 
for dyet, and not | ſtrange and extraordinary 
things; and that they have a care of exceſs. 1fthe 
Woman 'be not troubled with theſe toathings; let 
her then uſe ſuch dyet, as breeds good juyce, and 
in quantity ſufficient for her and the Child,which 
her/appetite may regulate. She muſt not then faſt, 
nor be abſtemious, becauſe overheating her blacd 
thereby, renders it unfit to nouriſh the Child, 
which ought-to: be ſweet and mild, and makes it 
tender and weak; or conſtrains it to come before 
its'time,' to ſearch what is fit- for it elſewhere :

But. when: Women cannot abſolutely -re- 
frain their extravagant longings, it is better (as 
we havealready 1aid) to ſuffer them to deyiate 
a little from this rule of dyet (provided it be mo- 
derate) than too much to oppoſe their appetites. 
They may drink at their meals alittle good old 
Wine well temper'd with Water, rather Claret 
than White; which will help make a good dipeſti- 
on, and comfort, the ſtomach, always weak during

By moderate ſleep, all the natural fanftions of 
a Woman are fortikied fed, and particularly the con- 
cottion of food in the ſtomach, then yery ſubje&t 
to loathings and vomitings. We ſay, moderate 5 
becauſe, as exceſſive watchings diſſipate the Spi- 
rits, ſo roo much choak them. Let therefore 
Women with Child ſleep nine or ten hours atleaſt 
in four and twenty, aud twelye at moſt ; and ra- 
'ther in the night-time, as fitteſt for reſt;than the 
day, as perſons of quality are accuſtomed, who 
| frequenting the Court, ordinarily turn night into 
day- However they who have gotten this ill ha- 
bit,had better continue it than change too ſudden- 
ly,becauſe this caſtom is become natural to them. 
For what reſpects exerciſe and reit,let them go- 
yern themſelves according to the different time of 
their being with Child ; for at the beginning of 
the Conception (if the Woman perceive it) ſhe 
ought (if ſhe'can) to keep her Bed, at-leaſt till the 
fifth or ſixth day, and by no means to uſe c__ 
tion all the time > foraſmuch as the Seeds being 
not yet covered with the membrane, formed in 
that time(as we have faid already) are in the be- 
ginning, by the agitation of the body,yery aptin 
ſome perſons to {lip forth.She ought neither to go 
in Coach, Chariot or Waggon,nor on Horſeback 
whilſt with Child ; and much leſs the nearer ſhe

an inſtant looſened” by theſe violent - extentions. 


Lether exerciſe,-be gentle walking, and the heels 


'of her ſhoes low ; becauſe Women cannot,for the 
bigneſs of their bellies; ſee their feet, and ſo are 
ſubjeCt to ſtumble and fall : In ſhort, ſhe mult go- 
Vern her ſelf in thefe&exerciſes,rather to err in too 
miuch reſt,than in'too much exerciſe ; forthe dan- 
geris greater by immoderate motion, than'in too 
mach reſt. It is impoſſible for me inthis point to 
be of the opinion of all other Authors, tho the 


whole World follows them-in this their evil and | 
dangerous counſel, who would have a -pregnant | 


Woman exerciſe ker ſelf more than ordinary to- | 


ward the latter'end of her reckoning, that ſo, 4 
they ſay, the Child may ſink\lower : But if they 
conſider the point well;they would without doubt 
find it to be the cauſe of more than half of the 
hard Labours ; and that on rhe contrary, ret 
would be more advantagious to them, as I ſhall 
prove by the following explication.

ſoleand true ſcituation in which he ought to come 
iato the World,all other poſtures being contrary 
to. Nature. Now juſt when the Child is about to 
turn according tocuſtom into his intended poſture, 
inſtead of giving her ſelf reſt, ſhe falls a-jumping, 
walking, running up and down ſtairs, and exerci- 
ſing her ſelf more than ordinary,which very often 
cauſes it to turn croſs, and not right as it ought 
to be ; and ſometimes the Womb 1s deprelled:ſo 
low, and engaged in ſuch - ſort towards the laſt 
month; in the cavity of the. Hypogaſter, by theſe 
joltings,that there 1s no liberty Ice the Infant to 
turn it ſelf naturally ; wherefore it is conſtrained 
to'come in its firſt poſture, to wit, by the feet, or 
ſome other worſe. Moreover, it would be very 
convenient that the Woman to this end ſhould ab-+ 
ſtain from Coition, during the two laſt menths of

I will not it- the mean time juſtify and 
make them believe by that, what Hippocrates ſaith 
in-his 33ſ# Apboriſm of his 5&4 Book, Malier /in 
utero ferens, ſetta vena abortit, eoque mags þi fit fe- 
tw grandior. If (ſaith he) a Woman be blooded, 
ſhe miſcarries; and-the rather, if ſhe be far gone. 
This Aphoriſm muſt not prohibit us the uſe of 
bleeding when the caſe requires:but 'only warns us 
to uſe it with great: Prudence; foraſmuch as fome 
Women want: bleeding three or four times, yea, 
and oftner, whillt they are with Child, when 
twice may be ſufficient to others : For as therehave 
been ſome that have been blooded -nine or. ten 
times-for Diſeaſes during their Pregnancy,and yer 
g0 On with their Infant to their full Account ; ſo 
others-have miſcarried by bleeding but once alirtle 
too-copiouſly,as in this Aphoriſm ſpeaks Hippocra- 
tes. Now lince all are not of the ſame Nature, 
they muſt not all be governed after the ſame Man- 
ner,:nor believe that it is neceſſary to bleed alt 
big-bellied Women 3 one may judge of the necei- 
fity according as they are more or leſs ſanguine.lt 
is the fame in purgiag,which ought to be prudent- 
ly adminiſtred as well as bleeding,according tothe 
Exigency of the Caſe, uling always gentle and be- 
nign-Remedies when they are neceſlary ;. as Caſſia, 
Rhubarb, /Aanna, with the weight ofa dram or two 
atimolt of good Sena.

*F 1s for the moſt part the firſt Accident which 
happens to Women, and the means by which they 
themſelves perceive their Pregnancy. It is not'al- 
ways cauſeds as believed, from tl Humours colle- 
ed in the' Stomach, becauſe of this ſtoppage of 
their Courſes : which corrupted Humours do often 
cauſe a depraved Appetite in pregnant Women, 
when either they flow thither, or-are there engen- 
dred ; but not this Vomiting which happens im- 
mediately after Conception : not but that in pro- 
ceſs of time it may be continued by thoſe which 
are there afterwards corrupted; but theſe firſt Vo- 
mitings proceed from the Sympathy between the 
Stomach and the Womb, becauſe of the ſimilitude 


of their Subſtance, and by means of the Nerves 1n- 
ſerted 


per Ore of the Stomach,” which 
have communication by contimuty-with thoſe that 
paſs to the Womb, being portions of the ſixth pair 
of thoſe of the Brain. Now the. Womb; which 
hath a very exquiſite Senſe, - becauſe of its mem- 
branous compoſition; * beginning to wax bigger; 
feels ſome pain, which being at! the ſame-time 
communicated þy this continuity of Nerves to the 
upper Orifice of the Stomach, cauſes there theſe 
nauſeatings ang- vomitings which ordinarily hap- 
pen. And to proye that it is thus inthe beginning, 
and not by pretended ill Humours,appears,in that

Humors in the Stemach. Loathings and Vomit- 
ings, which are motions of the Stomach contrary 
to Nature, happen to big-bellied Women from 
the beginning, for the reaſons above-recited. 
Loathing or Nauſeauſnels, is nothing but a vain 
deſire to vomit, and a motion by which the' Sto- 
mach is raiſed towards the upper Orifice, without 
caſting up any thing And Vomuting 1s another 
more violent endeavour,by which it caſts forth of 
the Mouth what Humor ſoever i contained in its 
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Capacity, In the beginning Vomiting is but a ſingle 
Symptom not to be feared; but continuing a long

| 10n, corrupts the cad of Con- 
on whence afterwards are enpgendred thoſe 
ill Humors which need Purging. Theſe Vomitings 
ordinarily continue to the third or ' fourth Month 
of being with Child,which is the time the Child ap- 
pears manifeſHyto quicken in,after-which it begins 
toceaſe, and Women to recover the Appetite they 
had loſtduring their being young with Child; be- 
cauſe the Infanit growing ſtronger and bigger,ha- 
ving.need of more Nouriſhment, conſumes abun- 
dance of Humors, which hinders the'flowing of 10 
much ſuperfluity. to the'Stomach 3; beſides, at that 
time the Woinb is by degrees accuſtomed toexten- 
vion : It continues in ſome till they are delivered, 
which often puts them in danger of miſcarrying, 
and the rather.the nearer the Woman 1s to her full 
time. Others again are more ſometimes tormented 
with'it towards the end of their Reckoning than 
at the beginning: becauſe the Stomach cannot then 
be ſufficiently widened to contain eafily the Food, 
being compreſſed by the large extention and big- 
neſs of the Womb. Such a Vomiting which comes 
about the latter end of the Reckoning to Women 
whoſe Children lie high, ſeldom ceaſeth before 
they are brought to Bed. 

You need not wonder, or be much troubled at 
the Vomitings in the beginning, provided they are 
gentle and without great ſtraining, 'becauſe they 
are on the contrary very beneficial to Women ; 
but if they continue longer than thethird or fourth

to evacuate the:vicious Humor. If once be not ſaf- 
ficient, yit; may be repeated, - giving the Woman | 
ſome few days reſpit between both: if the Vomit- 
ing-continues daily, almoſt without intermillion, 
altho the Woman obſerves a good Diet, and after 
ſhe hath been reaſonably well purged,we mult relf 
there, leſt ſomething worſe happen, for which we 
may incur blame; ſhe being then in great danger 
of miſcarrying : and when the Hiccough takes 
them through emptineſs, proceeding from too 
much Evacuation, cauſed by theſe continual Vo- 
mitings,it is yery bad;as the third Aphoriſm of the 
ſecond Book teacheth us, A Vomit Makes malum. 
Some adviſe, after all theſe things have been 
tryed in vain, great Cupping-glaſſes ſhould be ap- 
plied to the region of the Stomach, to keep it firm | 
11 its place : byt I believe it” 
wo be « Chip in * Portage, rp ſedthom one 
which doth neither good nor Jakes 5 Pl 
hurt ; becauſe the Stomach is 
looſe, and no ways adhering to this upper part of 
the Belly. But fince theſe Vomitings cool it, and 
daily weaken it, I ſhould advile a big-bellied Wo- 
man to wear jn the Winter, upon its region, a 
good piece of werm Serge, or ſoft Lambskin, 
which would a little warm thoſe parts, and help 
Digeſtion,which is always weak. The 1tatians have 
a Cuſtom,which is not bad ; they wear to the ſame

CHAP. XIE. 
Of Pains of the Back, Reins, and Hips. 


. LL theſe Accidents are but the effefts of the 
dilatation of the Womb,and the compreſſion 
it makes by its greatneſs and weight on the neigh- 
bouring parts; which are much greater the hrſt 
time the Woman 1s with Child than afterwards, 
when the Womb only receives the ſame dimenſi- 
ons it had already before : but when it hath not 
yet been dilated, it is more ſenſible of this exten- 
tion, and the Ligaments, which hold it in its na- 
tural ſcitnation, ſuffer a greater ſtreſs in the firſt 
Pregnancy, having never before been forced to 
Jengthen to anſwer the extent of the Womb, than I or 
in the following Great-Bellies, to which it obeys WW he 
more eaſily the ſecond time. pr 
Theſe Ligaments, as well round as large, cauſe if he 
thefe. Pains, being much ſtraitned and drawn by wi 
the bigneſs and weight of the Womb, which con- Wl tir 
tains a Child, to wit, the large ones, thoſe of the Ml an 
Back and Loyns, which anſwer to the Reins, be- IM er 
cauſe theſe two Ligaments are ſtrongly faſtned by: 
: wards 
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wards theſe-parts;”the round ones cauſe thoſe of ' 
theGroins, Share, and Thighs, where they termi- 
nate.They are ſometimes ſo violently extended by 
the 'extream'- bigneſs and great weight of the 
Womb,eſpecially ofthe firſt Child(as aid before): 
thatthey arelaceratedand torn, being not able'to 
yield or ſtretch any farther,and chiefly if the Wo- 
mann that condition makes a falſe Step, which 
cauſethin them almoſt inſupportable Pains, and 
other worſe Accidents ; as It happened two Years. 
ſince-toa near Kinſwoman of mine, who being ſix 
Months gone, or thereabouts, of her firſt Child, 
felt the like after ſhe had ſtumbled, and perceived 
at the ſame moment ſomething, crack in her Belly 
towards the region of the Reins and Loyns,which 
was one of theſe large Ligaments, with a kind of 
noiſe, by the ſidden Folt ſhe received. At the ſame 
inſtant ſhe felt extream Pains in her Reins and 
Loyns,and all the one fide of her Belly,which made 
her immediately yomit very often with much vio- 
lence,and the next day ſhe was taken with a great 
continued Feaver, which laſted ſeven or eight 
Days, without being ableto ſleep or reſt one hour, 
all which time ſhe continued to vomit all ſhe took, 
with a ſtrong and frequent Hiccovgh, having alſo 
great Pains, which ſeemed as if they would haſten 
her Labour, which (for her ſake) I was very ap- 
prehenſive of, as alſo of her Death : but with the 
help of God, having put her immediately to Bed, 
where ſhe continued twelve whole Days,in which 
time I bled her thrice in her Arm on ſeveral Days, 
and made her take at two ſeveral times a ſmall 
gramm-of Laudanuminthe Yolk of an Egg, a little 
to eaſe her violent Pains by giving her reſt,always 
ordering 
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| ordering her from time to time good ſtrengthnin 
Cordials; all theſe Symptoms,which at firſt ne. 
deſperate, ceaſed by little and little,and ſhe went 
on her full time, when ſhe was happily delivered 
of a Son, which lived 15 Months notwithſtanding 
all thoſe miſchievous Accidents-ſhe met with,which 

were enough to have kilPd half. a dozen others: 
but God ſometimes is pleaſed to work Miracles by 
Nature, aided withRemedies fit for the purpoſe, 
as well as by his Grace. 

This Hiſtory informs us (I think) very well hoy 
theſe Pains of the Loins, Back, and Reins come; 
and the pregnant Womb cauſerth alſo thoſe of the 
Hips by its greatneſs and welght, in compreſſing 
them, and bearing too much upon them. There 
nothing will eaſe all theſeſprts of Pains better.than 
to reſt in Bed, and bleed in the Arm, if there were 
any great Extenſion or Rupture of any Ligament 
of the Womb, as was in the caſe recited : And 
when the Womb bears and weighs too much upon 
the Hips, if the Woman cannot keep her Bed, ſhe 
ought to ſupport or comfort her Belly with 
broadSwaith well fitted for the purpoſe, and to bear 
it as patiently as ſhe can to the time of her Labour, 
which will free her from all theſe Aceidents. 


CHAP. XIII,

S ſoon as a Woman conceives, her Terms

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Inke-warm provided ſhe be HSE Her thcn 
not too much moved by this Remedy, abſtaining 
alſo from all Diureticks, whichare very prejudici- 
al to big-bellied Women, - becauſe they provoke 
Abortion;[If|on the other ſide;this evil ariſes from - 
the Stone, which preſenting it ſelf to the neck of 4 
the Bladder,ſtops the Urinary Paſllage, whilſt-with 
Child ; ſhe muſt be contented to have it only thruſt 
back with a Catheter : but if it be ſmall,ane may 
try to draw it forth with a ſmall Probe fit for the 
purpoſe, putting the fore-finger into the Yagina,to 
keep it in ſubjettion that it recoyl not back to- 
wardsthe Bladder, which is only to be done to 
the ſmall ones ; for ſhe mult be delivered before 
the great ones can be drawn forth, it being better 
to leave her 1n that conditi6n, than to endanger 
her Life or the Childs, by drawing it, 


CHAP. XV, 
Of the Congh, and difficult Breathing. 


V Omen whoſe Children lye low, areoftner 
E troubled with difhiculty of Urine(as men- 
tioned in the foregoing Chapter) than they whoſe 
Children lye higher,and are indeed exempted from 
this and the like inconvenience,þut then more {1b- 
ject to a Cough and difhiculty of Breathing than 
the former. 

A Cough, if violent, as ſometimes, even to 
Vomiting,is one of the moſt dangerous Accidents, 
which contributes to Abortion,becauſe it is an EC- 
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ſay by which the Lungs endeavour tocaſt forth of 
the Breaſt that which offends them,by a compreſli- 
on of all its Muſcles, whick gall the incloſed 
Air inwards, with which the Lungs are mach ex- 
tended, thruſts alſo by the fame means with a ſud- 
den "violence the Diaphragma downwards, and 
conſequently all the parts of the lower Belly, but 

zarticularly the Womb of the pregnant Woman, 
which Accident continuing long and violent,often 
cauſeth{her to come before her time. 

This Cough proceeds ſometimes from ſharp and 
biting Rheums, which diftil from the Braih -upon 
the ſharp Artery and the Lungs, and ſometimes 
from a Blood of the like Nature,which flows from 
the whole Habit towards the Breaſt,upon the ſup- 
preſſion of the Terms;as alſo from having breathed 
in too cold an Air, which irritates the parts, and 
excites them to-move In that manner ; but being 
begun by theſe Cauſes, it is very often augmented 
by the compreſſion the Womb of the pregnant 
Woman makes -upon the D:aphragma,which cannot 
have its free liberty in thoſe that bear their Chil- 
dren high; becauſe by its great extenſion it bears 
up almolt all the parts of the lower Belly toward; 
the Breaſtzand principally the Stomach and Liver, 
forcing them againſt the Diapnragma, which is 
thereby comprelled, as we have ſaid. 

This may be remedied by the Woman's obſery- 
ing a good Diet ſomething cooling : it ſharp Hu- 
mors cauſe it, avoiding all Meats falred. ſpiced, or 
hautgouſt ;, ſhe muſt forbear ſharp things, as Oren- 
ges, Citrons, Pomgranats, Vinegar, and others of 
the like Nature.,becauſe they'yet more and moreby 
their pricking quality excite the Cough : bur ſhe

Humors,arid draw them downwards by ſome gen- 
tleClyſter. Ifthis Regimen prevails nothing,and 
that there appears ſigns of fallneſs of Blood,it will 
be neceſſary,at whatſoever time it be of her going 
with Child, to bleed her m:the Arm, and tho this 
Remedy be nor uſaally praftifed whenhey are 
young with Child, yet in this cafe it mult : for a 
cofitinual Cough is much more dangerous than mo- 
derate Bleeding. If rhe Cough comes of cold,let her 
be kept in a cloſe Chamber witha Napkin threeor 
four times double about her Neck,or a Lamb-skin, 
that it may keep her warm ; 'and golng to Bed ler 
her take three or four ſpoonfuls of Syrupof burnt 
Wine, which 1s very pectoral, and cauſeth a good 
Digeſtion, ifit be made in the following manner : 
Take half a pint of good Wine, two drams of 
ood Cinamon bruiſed, half a dozen Cloves, with 
our ounces of Sugar ; pat them together in a Sil- 
yer Porenger, and cauſe them to boil upon a Cha- 
findiſh of Coals, burn it, and afterwards boil it to 
the conſiſtence of a Syrup, which let the Woman 
take at Night,an hour or two after a light Supper. 
It nwſt always be obſerved from whatſoever cauſe 
the Cough proceeds, that the Woman go looſe in 
her Clothes.for being ſtrait-laced.,the Womb is the 
more thruft down, by the endeavours the Cough 
cauſeth it tomake. wh becauſe Sleepis very pro- 
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er to ſtay Defluxions;it may be procured(if there 
Loceabandby ſome ſmall Juli aling by no means 
the ſtrong Stupefactives,which are dangerous to a 
Woman with Child; if there be not a very great 
neceſlity;as there was'in'my-Kin{woman, who had 
furious: Accidents by the hurt ſhe got from . the 
Stumble,” of which I-gave you an account: in the 
12th Chapter of this Book, by 
-- Thereare Women that carry their Children ſo 
high (eſpecially their firſt,becauſe'the large Liga- 
ments which ſupportthe Womb are not yetrelax- 
ed) that they think them to. be in their Breaſt, 
which cauſeth ſo great an oppreſlion and difficulty 
of Breathing, that they fear they ſhall be choak*d 
alloon as they have either eaten a little,walk'd, or 
gone, up a pair of Stairs : which cames (as I ſaid 
before) by reaſon the Womb is much enlarged, 
and greatly preſleth the Stomach and Liver, which 
forces the Dsaphragma upwards, leaving it no free | 
liberty to be moved, whence is cauſed this difficul- 
ty of Breathing. Somerimes alſo their Lungs are 
fo full of Blood, driven thither from all parts of 
the Body when with Child, that it hardly leaves 
pallage for the Air : if ſo, they will -breath more 
eaſily as ſoon as a little Blood 1s taken from the 
Arm,becauſe by that means the Lungs areemptied 
and have moreliberty to be moved': But if this 
difficulty of breathing comes from a compreſſion 
made by the Womb againſt the D:aphragma, in 
forcing the parts. of the lower Belly againlt it;the 
beſt Remedy 1s to wear their clothes looſe about 
them; and rather eat little and often. than fill their 
Bellies too much at once : becauſe it is thereby 
more prelled againſt the D:aphragma, and ſo aug- 
ments

JE! Is Very caſh for them that are acquainted with 
_ & the Circulation of the Blood, to conceive the 
reaſon why many big-bellied Women have their 
Legs and Thighsſwelled and pained, and fome- 
_ full of red ſpots, from the ſwelling of the 
eins,all along the inſide of them,which extreamly 
hinders their going. Many think(which 1s.in ſome 
meaſure true)that the Woman having more Blood 
than the Infant needs for its nouriſhment,Nature, 
by virtue of: the expulſive Faculty of the upper 
parts,which are always more ftrong,drives the ſu- 
perfluity of it upon the lower,which are the Legs, 
, as moſt feeble and apteſt to receive it, becauſe of 
their {cituatjon : to explain. it thus is ſomething to 
parpoſe ; but I think'the Circulation of the Blood 
will teach us better how this comes, than that we 
need to haye recourſe to this expulſive F Fi:

in the ſame manner asithe Veins of the Arm do up- 
wards when bound with a Ligature for Bleeding, 
or by any ſtrong compreſſion upon the apper parts; 
whichhappens,becauſethe Veins being eorapreſed, 
the Blood is is there ſtopt, finding its; Pallage more 
difficult. The Hack, Veins being then fo preſſed by 
th bipneſs and heavineſs of the -Wortb,all thoſe of 
the Legs and Thighs ſwell in ſach a manner, as 
thax,they empry thernſelves into the ſabſtance of 
the parts,and throughout the five Coverings;which 
thence become ſwelled ; yea and theſe Veins, and .

oftner befalls Women that are very ſanguine,walk 
much,- and uſe great Exerciſe, which aided with 
2 fulneſs of the Vein, makes 2 rupture of the Val- 
rules, which ſerve to facilitate the notion of the 
Blood ; as the Suckers of a Pumnp,which retain the 
Water when it is raiſed thither: which Blood fal- 
ling down again, not being ſo ſupported, cauſeth 
by .its quantity and ſtay, theſe Dilatations of the 
Veins, which are called Yarzces.. 

For to, reniedy this, when a Woman hath her 
Veins dilated, let her only uſe, whilſt ſhe is with 
Ghild, a palliative Cure.,in ſwaithing this /aricos- 
part with a Swaith three or four fingers broad, ac- 
cording tothe bigneſs of it, beginning to ſwaith 
fromthe bottomgand conducting it upwards to the

ter this wall not want its circular Motion;becauſe

back into the whole Habit, and. chiefly upon the, 
neighbouring parts;ofthe Woinb,, and cauſeth in 
many the Hemorrhoids both internaland external. 
All the ſeveral ſorts of them which we ſhall now 
deſcribe, may as well happen to them, at this time- 
as at. another : but we will only ſpeak of that fort 
which is cauſed by Pregnancy, becauſe our deſign,

+ Hemorrhoids -are; Tumors and painful Inflam-.

Joes ſeyera] Fluxes may befal a great-bellied 
4. Woman,to wit,the'Flux of the Belly,the Flux 
of the Terms and Floodings. We ſhall firſt ſpeakof 
the Flux of the Belly, and afterwards we wall exa- 
mine theother two in the two following Chapters. 

_ There are ordinarily reckoned three ſorts of 


Looſneſſes,which in general is a frequent dejection | 


of what is contained 1n the Guts,by Stool: the frſt 
is called Zienteria, by which the Stomach and the 
Guts,not having digeſted the nouriſhment receiy- 
ed,lets It paſs almoſf quite raw. The ſecond. 1s cal- 
led Diarrhea, by which they ſimply diſcharge the 
Humors and Excrements which they contain.And 
the third, which 1s the worſt, is Dyſeeteria, by 
which thePatient, together with the Humors and 
Excrements,voidsBlood with violent pains,cauſed 
by theulceration of the Guts. 

_. Of what kind ſoever the Flux 1s, if great, and 
continue long, it puts the Woman in great danger

tiat, For, if it be a'Lienteria, the Stomach not'con- 
taining the Food received, and letting it immedi- 
ately-paſs away before it be turned into Chyle,of 
which Blood ought to be made for the nouriſhment 
ofMother and Child, it 'is not poflible but they 
muſt be both thereby extreamly weakened 'for 
want of nouriſhment. If a Diarrhea,and continues 
Jong, it will occaſion the ſame Accident : becauſe 
there is a' great diſſipation of the Spirits,together 
with the evacuation of Humors. But the danger 
is much greater when a Dyſenteria, foraſmuch as 
the Woman hath then great pains and gripes in 
the Guts cauſed by their Ulceration,which excites 
them continually by conſtant ſtimulations to dif- 
charge themſelves of the ſharp and bilous Humors;, 
with which they are extreamly annoyed ; which 
cauſeth a great diſturbance and violent commotion 
of the Womb, being placed upon'the right Gut 3 
and to the Child contained in it, and by the com- 
preſſion which the Muſcles of the Belly make on 
all ſides.as alſo thoſe that are made by them of the 
Diaphragma, which force themſelves downwards 
in the endeayours a Woman makes ſo often to go 
toStool with pain,yhe Child 1s conſtrained becauſe 
of this'violence to come before its time, which ar- 
rives {o much the oftner, by how much theſe ſhi- 
mulations and needings are greater, as the ſame 
Hippocrates notes in the 27th Aphoriſm of his 7tþ 
Book,/uliers utero gerenti, ſt tenſio ſupervenerit,facit 
abortum, If there happens a Teneſm (faith he) 
toa Woman'with Child, it makes her _— 
g 'T his 
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This Tencefin-is a great Paſſion-of the right Gut, 

which forcerh it to make theſe yiolent endeavours 

todUiſcharge it ſelf, without being able to ayoid 
any thing,but cholorick Humors mixt with Blood, 
with which it 1s continually irritated. 

_ + When. this Flux of the Belly happens to 2 big- 
bellied Womatyitis ordinarily, becauſe they have 
always the Digeſtion of their Stomach weak, by 
reaſon of their bad Diet,which their ſtrange Appe- 
tites cauſe them often to long for: by the continuzl 
vic of which being at length weakned, it ſuffers 
the Food to paſs immediately without Digeſtion ; 
orifit ſtay op 9 is conyerted into a corrupted 
Chyle, which deſcending into the Guts, irritates 
them by its acrimony to diſcharge themſelves a 
ſoon as they can. x] 

Now to proceed ſafely to the cure of theſe dif- 
ferent Fluxes of the Belly (to which 'tis fit care 
ſhonld be taken in good time, leſt the Woman miſ- 
carry; as we have already 1{aid) the nature of it 
muſt be contidered, to the end the cauſe, which 
maintains it,ſhould beremedied. It it be a L:enteri 
following (as is uſual) continual Vomitings,which 
have ſo debilitated the Stomach, and relaxed its 
Membranes,that having no longer ſtrength to vo- 
mit up that Food, it ſuffers ir to paſs downwards 

"without Digeſtion :. In this caſe a Woman muſt 
abſtain from-all thoſe irregular Appetites, and ac- 
caſtom her ſelf to good Food of eaſy Digeſtion, 
and little at a time;that ſo her Stomach.may be a- 
ble the cafier to cortcott and digeſt it ; ſhe ſhould 
drink a little deep Claret-Wine,mixed with Wa 
ter in which Iron hath been quenched, inftead of 
Pryſan, which is not proper in this caſe, prone

Waters, being all that was contained and inclo- 
ſed in the Womb. Guillemeas in the firſt Chap- 
ter of his firſt Book of Labours, makes mention 
of the like Hiſtory, of one Madam du Peſcher, 
who voided a pailful of Water,certainly believing 
her ſelf to be with Child : And Fernelias in the 


cites a caſe much more wonderful concerning 
theſe Dropſies. He tells us that he ſaw a Wo- 
man who at the times of her Purgations, caſt 
forth by the neck of the Womb, ſo great a quan- 
tity of Water, very hot and yellowiſh, that ſhe 
filled ſix or ſeven Baſins, and voided ſo much of it 
that her Belly grew flat, after which her Courſes

in ſome Women ars ſo big and {welled, that they 
cannot cloſe their Thighs together for them, which 
hinders their walking, unleſs with pain and great 
inconvenience.

CHAP. XXIIL. 
Of the Venereal Diſea ſe in Women with Child. 


[7 is not very hard to imagine,how a breeding- 
Woman that hath the Pox can. comunicate it to 
2 Child ioher Belly,becauſe this contagious difeaſe 
corrupting all the maſs of the Mothers Blood, ir 
is neceflary the Infant, which hath then no other 
ſuſtenance, ſhoujd be infefted with it, converting 
this bad Blood into its own ſuſtance, the Acrimo- 
ny of which Blood eaſily cauſeth in an Infant's ten- 
der Body thoſe malignant Ulcers, which all Chil- 
dren, whoſe Mothers are contaminated with it, 
uſnally bring with them at their Birth. It breaks 
not out ſometimes before the Chuld is 5, 6, 7, or 
10 Months old. 

The Pox which in its eſlence is of the ſame ſpe- 
cies,and is only diſtinguiſhed by degrees according 
as it is greater or leſs,communicating it ſelf by the 
means of the Mothers Blood, will.make more or leſs 
impreſſion 
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xpreſſion on thy Infant*s Body/according to i 
rength or weaknels; and if the big-bellied Wo. 
have Ulcers very near the Womb, as” in the 'neck 
aid ieighbouring parts, by this Proximity the ye.

”*Fdo not deffgh here to enquire into the bottom 
of this Venerecal Diſeaſe, nor to write particularly 
ofthe cure of it : but intend only-to ſhew whether 
Women may vndergo the Cure whilſt with Child, 
or ought therefore to defer it till after they are 
brought to bed. That this may be the better de- 
termined, we muſt make ſome diſtinCtion : for, 
when the woman is towards theend ofher account, 
it. ought to be deferred till after ſhe 1s brought to 
bed, when bottrſhe andthe Child, if infefted, may 
be taken in hand ; becauſe the labour coming on, 
when the Woman is inthe midſt of her Cure, ſhe 
may rvn the H#zzard of her Life : and beſides, if 
the Child ſhon!dbe then ſtill-born,” one would be 
apt. to think it'was killed by the violence of the Me- 
drcaments, and'zceuſe the Chirurgeon of raſhneſs.

the greateſt of theſe two evils be ayoided, ſhe hia- 
ving ſtrength endugh,ought to be: taken in hand:

Diſeaſe would otherwiſe certainly do, Let her then 
be taken in hand, without ſuffering the accidents 
longer to augment,which by continuance render 
themſeves much more dangerous both to her and 
her Child, being careful to give her the gentleſt 
Remedies,and with more preparation and circum- : 
ſpetion, ſo that the Evacuation procured to her 
by: Salivation, be rather by *,;,,-, Courſes eughh

— 14x 
Now is we fornetimes ſee Children born at the 
ſeyen months end, do live notwithſtanding ; fo 
there are ſome 'Women not brought to Bed: till , 
towards the'/ 10th month, and ſometimes not-rall bi 
the beginning of the 1 1th - altho this may happen * © 
in ſome, yet there are many who deceive them- 
ſelves in their reckoning, believing that they are 
gone but 7 or 8 months; and ſometimes 10, or 
tore, When they are but Jaſt 9 ; that which thus 
abuſeth them, is their imagining themſelves with 
Child preciſely from the - ſuppreſſing of their 
Courſes, tho it be not always true ; becauſe ſome 
have wanted their Courſes 2 months before they 
became with Child ; and others have , «> 
them,on the contrary,* 2 or 3 months $a 
after;in the uſual manner : which daily 
happens according to their different conſtitutions 
and temperaments, more or leſs Sanguine. 
If (as we have ſaid) the entire and perfett term

PET ſituations of an Infant, thoſe 
ng to Nature.cauſing for the moſt part all ill 
Labours, will eaſily. be conceived. 

It may be conſidered that generally the Infants, 
as well Male as Female,are uſually ſcituated in the 
midſtof the Womb for tho ſometimes a Womans 
great Belly 15 a little higher on the one ſide than 
the other, yet that. is, becauſe the globe of the 
Womb inclines more that way,and this ſcituation 
on the ſide muſt be underſtood only in reſpet of

to bring forth 'her Child : Ir is ſo called; becauſe 
both Mother and Child ſaffer and take much pains 
in this Action. Moſt People believe that there is 
toother reaſon for the cauſe of this Evil, but bes» 
cauſe God hath ſo ordained it, and that Woman;z 
cording to his Word, muſt bring forth with 
Pain, becauſe of her Sin, according to what is 
written 1n the third Chapter of Geneſis, 1 will 
reatly multiply thy Sorrow and thy Conception ;, in 
Sorrow thou ſbalt bring forth Children, and thy deſire 
ball be to thy Husband -- This Curſe was indeed 
rery great, becauſe it hath extended to alt Wo- 
men that have brought forth Children fince that 
time, and will continue to all . that ſhall come 
tereafter. However we find that all Females 

ft meer Animals ſuffer as much, and are in as 

" great -danger. of their lives as a Woman, when 
they bear their young. This perſuades us; that;

When the Waters of. the Child are ready and 
gathered, which 'may be percelved through the 
Membranes to preſent themſelves to the inward 
Orifice, of the bigneſs of the whole dilatation, the 
Midwife ought to let them break of themſelves, 
and nor as ſome, that impatient of the long La- 
bour, break them ; intending, to haſten their bu- 
fneſs, which on they contrary they retard by {0 
doing, before the Infant be wholly in the paflage ; 
for by the too haſty breaking of theſe Waters, 
which ought to ſerye him to ſlide forth with'grea- 
ter facility, -he remains dry, which hinders after» 
wards the Pains' and Throws from being ſo ef- 
te:tual to bring forth the Infant;aselſe they would 
have been ; It is therefore better to letthem break 
of themſelves, and then the Midwife may eatily 
feel the Child bare, by the part which firſt *pre- 
ſents, and ſo jydg certainly whethzr it comes 
nght, that is with the Head, which ſhe ſhall find 
hard, big, round, and equal ; butif it be any 0- 
ther part, ſhe will percetiye ſomething incqual,

ed, and not lightly, as moſt part of hired Nurſes 

do, which cauſeth a great itching, and galleth rhe 

Child's Body, becauſe of a certain Salt, coming, 
from the Excrements, and not eaſy to be dillol- 
ved when the Blanket hath once imbued 1t, bur 
by putting it into a Bucking-tub. The belt time 
to ſhift the Child, is immediatly after the Excre- 
.W ments are rendred, without ſuffering -him to lie 
(Ml longer in them, than till he awakes, it: he were 
8 then aſleep. 

Now fince he may render them »t any hour in- 
differently, no other time can be appointed to do 
it but when.there is moſt need, that 1s, as often as 
it 1: neceſlary to keep him always clean. 

The Child muſt always be opened before the 
Fire, and his Beds and Clouts-well warmed and 
dried, before he be put into them, leſt their cold- 
neſs and moeure cauſe a Cholick and Gripes

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—_ time ſhe opens him, whether the Navel, 
for want of being well tyed at firſt, do nat bleed, 
or becauſe the is looſened 3 and after the 
end is quite fallen off, let her ſtill for ſome time 
ſwathe the Navel, ever laying a Boulſter on the 
top of ir, until it be well cicatriced and wholly 
depreſled, and as-it were ſunk inwards. Beſides 
this, 'let her put upon the Mould of the Head, un- 
der the Biggen, another Compreſs, as well to 
keep the Brain warm,as to defend it from outward 
Injuries which might. eaſily hurt it, becauſe of the 
tenderneſs of that place not yet covered over 
with any Bone ; let her-alſo be very careful not 
to let the Child cry too much, eſpecially at the 
firſt, leſt the Navel be forced outwards, and that 
there happen to him by its dilatation an Exom- 
phate, or a rupture in the Groin z nor muſt ſhe 
hearken to the ſayings of ſome good People, who 
affirm it neceſſary a Child ſhould ſometimes cry to 
diſcharge its Brain : the two beſt ways to quiet 
him when he cries, is to give him ſack, and lay 
him clean and dry ; *tis likewiſe good to preſent 
to his ſight things that rejoice him, and to re- 
move what may affright or grieve him.

CHAP. XIX. 


"Of the Indiſpoſition of little Children, and 
firſt of their Weakneſs, 


Oung Trees are ſcarce raiſed out of the Earth, 

which is their Mother, but often mary of 
them ſoon after die ; becauſe their ſmall Bodies, 
by reaſon of the tenderneſs of their ſubſtance, 
afily receive alteration,and cannot withoiit great 
difficulty reſiſt the ſmalleſt oppoſition, until they 
become a little bigger, .and have taken ſtronger 
and deeper root : So likewiſe we ſee daily above 
half of the young Children die, before they are 
two or three years old ; as well becauſe of the 
tenderneſs of their Bodies, as by reaſon of the 
feebleneſs of their Age, they cannot otherwiſe 
expreſs the Incommodities they ſuffer within, 
but by their cries. We have heretofore diſco- 
vered how they ought to be governed in the be- 
ginning for the preſervation of a good health ; 
we will now difcourſe of the Indiſpoſitions to 
which they are ſubjeft, principally from their 
Birth, till they are ſeven or eight months old- 
Let us firſt mention ſome they.are born with, and 
then we'll entertain you with thoſe that uſually 


happen to them afterwards.

eſo by N Sar 0 violence of a bad 
Labour, orthelength of it, during which the 
ſuffer ſo- much, that ſometimes after they are 
born they are ſo weak, that it is hard to be diſ- 
covered whether they are dead or alive, not an 
rt of their Body being perceived to ſtir, which 
imes. is ſp blew and lived: eſpecially the 
Face, that one would think they. were quaite 
choaked. And many times, after they hes hen 
thus for whole hours, they recover, by little and 
little, from"their weakneſs, as _if they revived, 
and were returned from Death to Life. 

One may gueſs that.the Child is not effectually 
dead, altho at firſt it doth in ſome ſort appear fo 
tobe; if the Woman, -but a little before ſhe was 
brought to Bed felt it to ſtir ſtrongly ; if ſhe did 
not flood much, and if ſhe had no very hard La- 
bour : but 'tis very certain he is yet living, altho 
he do not cry, nor move any part of his Body at- 
ter he is born; if laying the Hand upon his 
Breaſt the motion of the Heart be felt ; or touch- 
ing the Navel-ſtring near the Belly, there is yet 

ceived a ſmall pulſation of the Arteries : Then 
all ſorts of means muſt be 'uſed to recover him 
out of this weaknels. | 

Now the beſt help in this caſe is,. to lay him 
ſpeedily in a warm Bed and Blanket, and carry 
him to the fire, and there let the Midwife ſup ſome 
Wine,and ſpout it into his Mouth, repeating it of- 
ten if there be occaſion ; let her likewiſe lay Lin- 
nen, dipt in warm Wine, to the Breaſt and Belly;

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theFace be u ;that hemay draw breath 
ater and to be yet more helpful to him, let 
Corn keep his Montha little open, & cleanſe 
e Noſtrils with ſmall linnenTents,dipt in white- 
"Wine; that ſo he may receive the ſmell of it ; let 
her chafe every part of his Body well with warm 
Clothes, to bring back the Blood and Spirits, 
which being retired ' inwards through Weakneſs, 
puts him in gt 17 of being choaked:: in doing 
thus by little and little, the Infant recovering his 
ſtrength, will inſenſibly come to ſtir-his Limbs one 
after another, and ſo at ftrſt cry but weakly, 
which afterwards, as he breaths more+4reely, will 
ent and become ſtronger. 

. Beſides theſe helps we have mentioned, which 
certainly are the beſt and moſt certain for the 
weakneſs of a new-born Babe, Midwives ordinari- 
ly make uſe of others, which I do not approve of, 
not only-becauſe they are uſeleſs, but becauſe ſome 
of them are very dangerous tothe Child. Some 
lay the After-burthen, being very warm, to the 
Belly, and leave it there till it is cold. I have 
 Wclſewhere declared, that the Burthen, by reaſon 
" Wof its heat, may be ſomething ſerviceable ; but 
WM ootwithſtanding, becauſe of its weight, being ſo 
| Wplaced upon the Child's Belly, which wanting a 
1 WW lupport, is eaſily compreſſed, it doth very much 
linder his reſpiration, which at that time is moſt 

1 W neceſſary for him. Others cait the Secondzne into 
7 Wthe Fire before it be parted, and ſome put it in 
© Wwarm Wine, believing that by this means the 
- Wſtrength of the Wine conveighed through the 
i- Wl Unbilical Veſſels, is able to give him new vigour :

. If theſe things do t1o/ good, yet do they no 
og hurt, but are only-uſeleſs 3 but this which 
ollows is capable to ſuffocate a Child immediarly, 
that is; when ſome-do thruſt back, and make the 
Blood which is in the Umbilical Veſſels to enter in- 
to tlie Body,believing that it fortifies and recovers 
the Child anc of its weakneſs ; but we have elſe. 
where declared, that the Blood contained in theſe 
Velleks,loſe their Spirits as ſoon as the Serundine is 
ſeparated and come forth of the Womb ; nay, it 
is there:immediatly after, half congealed : Now 
if it be'thus thruſt back into the weak Child's Li- 
yer it remains there, beitig no longer animated 
with any Spirits, and inſtead of giving him new 
ſtrength, it overcomes that little which remains, 
and compleats the extinftion of his languiſking 
natural heat : to avoid this,be careful not to force T 
back the Blood thus into the Infant's Belly, for be- 
ſides in theſe weakneſſes,(unleſs it ſhould beother- Ware 
ways by the Mother's flooding before ſhe was {WLat 
brought to Bed) there is always too much of itin Wau! 
the Infant's Body, and inſtead of ſending more to Wbec: 
it;there muſt be ſome drawn back from it towards WW tion

month, and alſo when theggre begotten by infirm

Theſe are hard to remedy,and there is nothing, 
more-to be done, but to-nourith and order them 
well according toour former directions; but it will 
berare for them to be long-liv'd, and it is much 
if they do not die by the leaſt indiſpoſition that 
befalls: their natural weakneſs.

e Bodies of new-born Children, are, as we 

have ſaid, ſo tender and delicate, that they 
xecaſily bruiſed and hurt ; and ſometimes ina bad 
Labour their Members are diſlocated, either be- 
cauſe it remained long in an unnatural poſture; or 
Wbccauſethey were handled too rudely inthe Opera- 
MW tion: the moſt uſual and frequent bruiſe 1s for the 
moſt part on the top of their Head, where ſome- 

| Wtimes at their Birth, they have a Knob as big as 
| Mhalf an Egg, if not bigger, 2s is uſually ſeen in 
firſt Labours ; and which happens the ſooner, ac- 
 Mcording as the Woman is advanced in Age, —_ 
; tne 
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Oftfice of the Womb,called the Gar: 
being more callow, doth not dilate without 
much nr bep-oetlch oepſokhs - Head 
Farrelly preſents firſt to the Paſſage) being begirt 
with it.as with a Garland, is puft-up and ſwelled 
(becauſe of "the Blood and Humors which fall 
down, and are retainegn this part) by the great 
compreſſion which thisMward Orifice makes round 
about, eſpecially 'when the Throws begin to be 
{trong, and the Child comes bur ſlowly forward,

which cannot circulate, being ſtopt in great abun- IO kno 
dance inone part,obligeth it to ſwell and be blown Wer 
up 3, and, by the repletion it makes, renders it Wind 
livid, as if it were bruiſed : Now this compreſſion W whi 
is much greater in reſpect of the Veins, which are Watl 
always more outward,and ought to carry back the Wealil 
Blood to the Heart, than of the Arteries, by means With 
of which it is carried to all theparts ; for belides the i 
that the Arteries lie deeper, they have alſo a con- tie ' 
rinual Pulfation, by the favonr of which a little Wolter

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that in all Eompreſſions or Ligatires of parts,pro- 
aided-they be not-roo hard, the Blood is caſily 
carried/into them; by the Arteries, and but very 
hardly, or not ar all; carried back by the Veins ; 
which is the reaſon that the partreceiving much 
morethanit ſends back or conſumes for its noutiſh- 
ment} muſt needs ſwell on this faſhion by Repleti- 
08----1f. they that prattiſe Midwifery do bur well 
conlider what have ſaid, when occaſion offers, 
which-is very often, they will find that theſe 
kindtof Knobs or; Tumors, which many Children 
bhaye on their Head at their Birth, proceed: ordi- 
mrily-from no other cauſe than what I have here 
explained. 
Theſe Tumors many times are ſo great and 
high;that(the Woman not being yet delivered,nor 
laying theinner Orifice of the Womb well dilated) 
they do hinder the diſcovery of the part the Infant 
irſt preſents, making Midwives ſometimes to ima- 
zine, not being able to feel any Bone of the Head 
with their Finger, that it is the-Thild*s Shoulder, 
or ſome other part, nay ſome of them cannot tell 
what that ſwelling is they feel : - but they may ſoon 
know. it, by reaſon theſe Tumors, tho feeling 
very fleſhy .at the touch, are notwithſtanding 
harder than any Shoulder, or Buttock of a Child, 
which partsare always more ſoft and without Hair, 
$the Head hath, the Bones of which may alſo be 
alily perceived, if having the Finger' anointed 
with Oil or freſh Butter. it can bs introduced into 
the inner Orifice,for the parts of the Head within 
the Womb, are not ſwelled, *ris only this which 
offers to the Orifice, and 1s prelt and begirt by it, 


Swe have ſaid. If a Child comes with any other

- There muſt not only 'be Remedies applied to 
theſe Knobs and Bruiſes of young Childrens Heads, 
bur endeavours mult be to prevent them, or at 
leaſt to hinder them from becoming ſo big : the 
means to prevent them,is to-procure the Delivery 
as ſoon as maybe, that the infant's Head may not 
reſt fo too long, and be ſtraitned by the Garland 
of the inner Orifice of the Womb, which muſt be 
well anointed with Oil, or Emolzent Ointment, 
as well to/further its dilatation, as that the Head 
may the ſooner and the eaſter pats. 
+ Some may object, That if theſe Tumors happen 
from the cauſe I have mentioned, they would diſ- 
appear as ſoon asthe Infant is born;becauſe then the 
Head being no longer preſt, nothing hinders the 
Blood, which had tumehed the part; from return- 
ing, having its motion free: But they muſt knoy, 
that by its too long ſtay it makes in one part, it 
loſeth the Spirits which are there ſuffocated ; of 
which being deſtitute, it can nolonger move, and 
being flown without the Veſſels, onr of its natural 
place; (as it will be,when the Vellels containing it 
are too full) it {lides into all the little vacuities of 
the part, for which cauſe it cannot afterwards 
return by the ordinary ways ;' wherefore there 
isa'neceſlity in this caſe, either that it be reſo|- 
ved through rhe part, or if it ſtay any time, that 
it comes to Suppuration-z which however mult be 
avoided, if it be poflible, becauſe of the nearneb 
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y be come 1 th, they likewiſe

© To reſolve theſe Tumors then, as ſoon as the 
Child is born, foment them with warm Wine, or 
Aquavite, and wetting a Compreſs in it, put it 
upon them; ſome Midwives only dip a Compreſs 
in Oil and Wine beat together ; wh in Oul of 
Roſes only, having firit fomented them with 
Wine: but if, notwithſtanding this, they come to 
Suppuration, the matter muſt not be ſuffered to re- 
main there too long, for fear leſt the bones of the 
Head (whichare very tender and thin in new-born 
Children ) become altered and foul ; in this 
caſe, it muſt be opened with 2 Lancet in a pro- 
per. place, according, to Art, putting upon it 
alterwards a Plaiſter of Betrony;, if a Leg or an 
Arm be thys ſwelled, it muſt likewiſe be wrap'd 
wwith Comprelles dipt in Wine, wherein Pro- 
wnce-Roſes, Camomile-Flowers and Melilot have 
been boiled. 

Sometimes alſo Male-children have the Scrotum 
very much {welled, which may happen to them by 
reaſon of fome Waters contained in- their 42er1- 
taxes 3, or becauſe they were bruiſed,or toorude- 
ly handled by the Chirurgeon, or Midwife, in the 
Labour.

- There are ſome who imagine, when it 1s ſo in- 
ammed' and Ulcerated, that it was becauſe the* 
ſtring was tied too near the Belly, 'which cauſed a 
great pain and inflammation to follow : Others ſay 
Nature having uſed to diſcharge the Urin by 
this part, during the Child's being in the Mother's 
Belly, doth ſtill continue to ſend it this-way, and 
that-it caoſeth this Accident by its Acrimony, for 
nhuch there is no reaſon : for 'tis impoſlible the 
Urin ſhould regorge from the Bladder to.the Na- 
rel by the Vrachs ; foraſmuch as It 1s not hollow 
nan humane Fer, as we have elſewhere made 
Ml appear. And how near the Belly ſoever the Na- 
rel-ſtring is tied, and how hard (provided ſome

= The principal thing to be obſerved inthe cure of 
this Malady, is to apex the Cough, and quiet 
the Child's crying,reſpeCting that which cauſethit;

rected in the foregoing Chapter : as to the relt,if 
the Navel be inflammed, one.mult lay upon it Un-

"He ſmall Pox is a contagious Diſeaſe to little 
Infants ; which ſometimes alſo happen, tho 
ore rarely, to Perſons already advanced in Age, 
which abundance of Puſtules all alike do break 
h throughout the ſuperficies of the Skin, en- 
dred from the impurity of the Blood,and other 
um ors which Nature there caſts out, as an unt- 
la] emunctory to cleanſe the whole Body of 
Many Ancient. as well as Modern Phyſicians at- 
ute the cauſe of this Diſeaſe, to.the reſidue of 

e menſtruous Blood, wherewith the Infant was 
wuriſhed in the Mother $ Womb, which after its

They which main- 
tain this opinion, reply, that tho ſome Perſons be pt 
exempted from this Diſeaſe, ?tis becauſe their ce 
ſtrong and robuſt Nature could digeſt and. con-i 
ſume thoſe ſuperfluities, or elſe purge them off by Pt 
other ways, as by a Looſneſs; or in ſome manner vl 
more inſenſible : However they muſt confeſs and Wb dr 
agree, that this menſtruous Blood (if it were that) 
could not remain hid and quiet in the Body for 30, 
40, or 50 Years after Birth, without producing 
its effets, as we ſee in ſeveral that have not this 
Diſeaſe till thoſe Years ; but 'tis much more cre- 
dible, that the cauſe of the ſmall Pex is the cor- 
ruption of a contagious Air, which doth princi- 
pally infect and ſpoil the Blood 'of Infants and 
Youth, who are more diſpoſed to it than they 
that are further advanced in Years, becauſe of 
the tenderneſs and ſoftneſs of their Bodies, and 
more at certain Years, and {ome Seaſons, than at 
others, as it may eaſily be perceived every day ;
